now accepting nominations of GW students for the second annual 

Martin Luther King Jr. Medal. 

Recommendations must be submitted by letter to the Office of 
the University Marshal (Building O, 2106 G Street) by Tuesday, 
December 1, for consideration. Members of the GW community are 
strongly encouraged to take part in the nomination process. 

Established in 1986, the King Medal is the University's 
highest recognition of meritorious service in the field of human 
rights. The medal is conferred annually on an outstanding 
GW student whose life reflects the dream and vision of the late 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 

The award will be conferred at the University's annual 
convocation which celebrates the birth of Doctor King as well as 
the continued vitality of his ideals. This January's celebration 
marks the second year that the University has honored a 
distinguished student with the King medal.

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Nominees must be full- or part-time GW students in a 
division or phase of degree work, whose personal attributes 
and contributions to the life of the campus and/or the community 
reflect a number of the following characteristics: 

* Courage 

* Creative intelligence and leadership—a proven 
capacity for setting people in motion to make 
life better for themselves and others 

* Genuine and active religious and social concern 
for the poor and dispossessed 

* steadfast loyalty and support for family, friends and 
colleagues 

These characteristics may be demonstrated in diverse 
ways; however, special attention will be paid to service offered 
in the following areas supported by the Martin Luther King Jr. 
Center for Nonviolent Social Change (Atlanta, GA): 

* Voter education and registration 

* Literacy and basic skills training 

* The performing arts 

* Early childhood education 

* Nonviolent social activism 

* Corrections 

* Assistance for single parents 

* Programs for black families in crisis 

The student award is one of the two given annually. The other 
award will recognize a non-GW person who has maintained a

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faithful public life consonant with the ideals for which Dr. King 
lived and died—commitment, personal integrity, conscience, 
ethical and religious reflection, community service, integration, 
peace and non-violence. The recipient of this award will be 
announced in January 1988.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Loretta Hardge has been appointed director
